A large number ot readers h ave 
requested articles on blood pressure. 
Th e questions wh ich are most fre­ 
quently asked are, “Wh at is normal 
blood pressure?" "W'h at is danger­ 
ous blood pressure?” W'liat is th e 
meaning of lo» ' blood 
pressure?" 
and “WTiat is th e meaning of h igh 
blood pressure?" Th ese cannot be 
answered for th e benefit of th e laj- 
man with out some knowledge of th e 
general principal involved. We will 
attempt briefly to outline th ese. If 
w’e appear to do so dogmatically , it 
sh ould be remembered th at th ere is 
a considerable difference of opinion 
on th e subject among doctors. 
Blood pressure means simply , th at 
in order to keep th e blood distribut­ 
ed evenly in th e tissues of th e en­ 
tire body , it h as to be kept in th e 
blood 
vessels 
under 
a 
certain 
amount of pressure. Now’, in order 
for life to h e maintained, th e blood 
does h ave to be distributed evenly 
to all tissues. Th erefore, no matter 
wh at ch anges occur in th e body , 
wh eth er th ese be w’eakness of th e 
h eart muscle, or loss of elasticity 
of th e blood vessels, th e pressure 
must be maintained if life is to go 
on. W'h en, th erefore, in th e process 
of time th e arteries lose th eir elast­ 
icity , 
th e 
h eart 
is 
compelled 
to 
pump h arder in order to keep th is 
pressure up. A h igh blood pressure 
under such circumstances is a nec­ 
essary compensation, and is bene­ 
ficial rath er th an detrimental. 
On th e contrary , m a th in y oung 
person w’h o h as ex tremely elastic 
blood vessels, and does not ex ert 
th e muscles violently , th ere is not 
much tissue demand, and th e blood 
pressure can be maintained at very 
low level with out affecting h ealth 
or function.

said that a salvage ship, working 
off the west Orkney Islands at the 
scene of one of the w ar’s major 
tragedies, 
brought to the surface 
yesterday £ 15,000 (sterling) in gold 
—the first batch of the treasure 
in 
the 
Hampshire’s 
strongbox es. 
Scenes of 
jubilation 
took 
place 
among the overjoyed salvage crew, 
the 
advices 
said, 
as 
the 
yellow 
metal was ex posed on deck to the 
rays of the sun for the frst time in 
almost 17 years. 
Details of the salvage operations 
were lacking. Little publicity had 
been given here to any recent at­

strongbox es. It was recalled, how­ 
ever, that Charles Courtney, known 
as the “wizard locksmith,” sailed 
from New Y'ork for Europe April 8 
on a mysterious mission in connec­ 
tion with a treasure hunt.
